Student Body in¬ 
terest in campus affairs was awakened by an Exec-sponsored speech 
given by Sally Durham to keynote the year’s activities. The speech 
blasted the effectiveness and efficiency of the Executive Council (among 
other things) and gave food for thought to some lively ensuing dis¬ 
cussions.

Outside the realm of revision Exec sponsored 
a highly successful series of “Last Lectures”, lectures given by fac¬ 
ulty members as though they were the last lectures they were ever to 
give on the face of the earth.
